REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


Grace, Mercy and Peace be with you. Amen. 

The Evangelical Lutheran Synod is the welcome guest of St. 
Paul’s Evangelical Lutheran Church, Falls City, loca in one of 
the richest, if not the richest, counties of the state. We are meeting 
in a community in which oil is flowing freely and which promises to 
become a leading industry of our commonwealth. Nebraska is chang- 
ing rapidly in another way. At least six defense plants are in the 

rocess of erection. This means not only the shifting of our population 
but an influx from other states. Many of our young people, both men 
and women, are enlisting in some kind of war service. All this means 
that we must adjust ourselves to a fluctuating population. There 
is no time for idleness. : 

Another problem which has been slowly creeping upon us 
during the drought years is a decreasing income for our people. 
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pasto been no exception. Salaries are among the lowest 
23 — Lutheran Church. Because of this many of our 
pastors have gone to other Synods. We are happy to report that 
many congregations have increased their pastors’ salaries this past 
year. A few did it willingly without the president insisting upon it. 
More of our time was given to this one item of business than any 
other during the year. The result is that twenty-nine congregations 
have increased their pastors’ salaries. 

The missionary interest is increasing in many parishes, however, 

ite a number had no accessions from non-church homes. Out of 

thirty-two reports received, twenty-four reported attendance increas- 
ing and eight reported the attendance either stationary or decreasing, 
some were not sure which way it was going. 5 wee 

During the past five years we have had an increase o 7 com- 
muning The apportioned benevolence has been steadily 
increasing each year. But the per capita contribution for apportioned 
benevolence has decreased eight cents. The Church School enrollment 
is still on the down grade. | | | 

Evangelism and stewardship needs our attention. The field is ripe 
unto the harvest. Let us pray the Lord of the harvest that we ma 
have a larger vision of our task and greater zeal to carry on the 
he has committed to our care.

There was a decrease of 13 in Children of the 
Church groups with a decrease of 128 in membership. 

3. There were 140 fewer catechumens than in the previous year. 

4. While the women’s societies more than held their own the 
men lost five groups and 108 members and the young people two 
groups and 120 members. l | | 

5. There was a gain of two students in Lutheran Seminaries 
and of 12 students in other Lutheran Institutions. 

6. There was a decrease of $232,829 in the total valuation of 
church property and an increase of more than $57,000 in indebted- 
ness. 


7. Our people were more generous in their giving during the 
past year. There was an increase of more than $50,000 in congrega- 
tio expenditures; an increase of $2,087 in unapportioned benevo- 
lence and of $776 in apportioned benevolence; and an increase in 
total congregational expenditures of $53,678.

Support of 
the work is shared jointly by the American Lutheran Conference 
bodies, the Board of Education of the U. L. C. A. and the Nebraska 
and Mid-west Synods. There are about 560 Lutheran Students, of 
which about 175 are of the Synodical Conference, which conducts 
its own work separately, including a chapel service each Sunday 
morning in the Student Union. :

OMAHA. The Rev. H. J. Goede, acting adviser. There are ap- 
ximately 137 Lutheran Students at Omaha University. Since its 
inception two years ago, the L. S. A. A. has made repeated attempts 
to become a recognized campus organization, but has met with con- 
tinued strong opposition from the faculty, through the Director of 
Student Activities. An off-campus set-up is also a failure for the 
simple reason that practically the entire Lutheran group are resi- 
dents of Omaha and affiliated with the local churches. Pending 
outcome of a protest lodged by the Ministerial Association and the 
Inter-synodical Brotherhood with the Board of Regents, the L. S. A. A. 
has suspended activities. 

PERU. The Rev. Theo. J. C. Schuldt, adviser. The work at the 
Peru State Normal is carried on by Pastor Schuldt, and Rev. A. 
Haferman, A. L. C. pastor at Syracuse. There are about 50-60 
Lutheran students. A small grant by the Board of Education and 
the A. L. C. has enabled these men to work with the students. In 
former years, the only time when a meeting could be held on the 
campus by our Lutheran group was on Sunday evenings. Most of the 
students being at home over the week-end, this prevented effective 
work. This year, our pastors arranged to meet with the students 
off the campus for the second and fourth Thursday evenings in 
the basement of the Baptist church. The attendance has doubled this

REPORT OF FOREIGN MISSIONS COMMITTEE 
The Situation of Our Missionaries in Japan, China and India. 


Japan—After the outbreak of the war on December 7th, the 
three missionaries remaining in Japan, Dr. Arthur J. Stirewalt, 
Rev. Dr. and Mrs. Charles William Hepner, became alien enemies. 
Word has been received through the Department of State in Wash- 
ington that Dr. Hepner was interned. Mrs. Hepner’s name was not 
reported, which leads to the assumption that she is at her home under 
restrictions. As for Dr. Stirewalt, a cablegram to his daughter in 
Charleston, South Carolina, also through the State Department, 
announced that he was in his usual health and comfortable at home. 


71 at for our missionaries in China, we have had no word 


confined to their homes or interned, while the 
Pan missionaries are carrying on as best the ortani 
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living nses, if need be. Moreover it is quite certain that the 
Chinese Lutherans in the Shantung Province are rendering whatever 
assistance they can to our missionaries. 


India—There has been no interruption of the transmission of 
funds to our India mission. In fact the Board of Foreign Missions has 
made financial provision for the mission and missionaries two months 
1 een which also applies to our mission and missionaries 


| On account of the difficulties and 3 of travel by sea, the 
Board has asked the India missionaries whose furloughs were due 
this year to remain in India and extend their term of service; but they 
chose to take the risk of returning to America by ship. They are Rev. 
and Mrs. A. F. Neudoerffer, Rev. and Mrs. L. W. Slifer and five 
children, Mrs. J. Russell Fink and three children, and Robert Dolbeer. 

India missionaries on furlough as well as those from Japan 
and China, on furlough or evacuated before the war, are not able to 
return to their fields, and temporary employment is found for them 
in America with the understanding that India missionaries will be 
returned when the way opens. Japan missionaries may be returned 
only if the Lutheran Church in Japan asks for them. 

_ Missionaries on furlough from Liberia and South America will 
be returned whenever transportation for them can be secured. This 
applies also to any new missionaries for these fields. For the diffi- 
culties and complexities of our foreign mission work, we must exercise 
patience and hope, as we rely on the Las, gy ee understanding and 
unwavering support of the Home Church. After the war is over, 
greater opportunities await us, for which we should build up reserve 
resources. Indeed the Board of Foreign Missions has deliberately 
and prayerfully resolved that as soon as we can, a new field should 
be secured and a number of possibilities already have been explored. 


Centennial Fund 


It is not possible at this date (March 18th) to give a full report 
of the result of the Foreign Missions Centennial Appeal in January, 
1942. Money sent through synodical treasurers and the treasurer of 
the United Lutheran u reach the treasury of the Board of 
Foreign.
